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LOGGING BY TRUCK MAY re oat PROBLEM 


OF REFORESTATION; MANY 
ARE SEEN IN SYSTEM 


The problem of perpetuating the 
nation’s forest reserves apparently 
is being solved in the southern 
states, at least. 

Lumbermen in that section say 
that a new method of selective cut- 
ting which they have pioneered 
guarantees a perpetual supply of 
good timber if universally adopted. 

Already they foresee the follow- 
ing: 

Steady employment for commun- 
ities which otherwise would be 
abandoned, as many have been in 
the past. 

Conservation of rich top soil. 

! Preservation of game. 
Prevention of climatic changes re- 
|sulting from denudation of large 
| forest areas. 

Formerly the companies built log- 
|'ging roads into forests and used 
'steam skidders to drag logs to the 
tracks. Skidders are steam-power- 
;ed drums which drag in the logs by 


|cable. The method is not only ex- 
pensive but highly destructive. Lit- 
tle of value is left after a stand is 
‘logged in this fashion. 


The new method depends on the 
use of modern low-priced trucks like 
the 95 horsepower Ford V-8, inex- 
pensive logging roads, easily and 
cheaply built with modern road ma- 
chinery, and log loaders of the drag 
line shovel type. With this equip- 
ment loads of from 2500 to 4500 
board feet are economically and 
speedily handled. 

The trucks go into the woods and 
| get as close as possible to the spot 
where trees are being felled. Us- 
ualiy this is a matter of only a few 
yards. The logs are dumped along 
lailroad tracks wherever they are 
still in use. Often there is no rail- 
road, and the logs are transported 
direct to the mills. 

Logging with trucks, road ma- 
chinery and log loaders is so much 
cheaper than with earlier methods 
that logging companies can take only | 
the largest trees, leaving the smal- 
ler ones to mature later. A contine | 
uous yield results. ; 

Before placing the new methods 
in operation, the companies make a 


as to size and condition. The larger | 
ones and those in unsound condition 
are marked and logging crews take | 
only the marked trees. Removal] of 
unsound trees along with good ones ' 
helps in eradicating disease and at 
the same time aids the development 
of younger trees. 

Southern companies employing , 
the new method proudly display “‘be- 
fore and after” photographs of tim- 
bered areas in which selective cut- 
ting has been practiced. 

To the inexperienced eye there is 
little change but logging company 
managements know they can go into 
these areas with trucks in ten years 
and profitably take off another sub- 
stantial crop of timber. Meanwhile 
they devote their attention to other | 
areas which have reached the cut- 
ting stage.
